The majority report deplores the 


prevailing corruption and its results , 
demands that investigation proceed and 
frauds ba punished; thanks the house 
of representatives for its reform meas- 
ures and efforts , denounces the presi- 
dent for refusing to surrender papers 
when demanded, and for saying confess- 
ing criminals shall not be punished, 
denounces the senate for' refusing to 
pasa'the bill adopted by the house 
granting immunity to a witness who bos 
testified against his associates in fraud, 
and the Republican judiciary who dis- 
charged Kilbourn; favors a return to 
specie payment when it can be done 
without seriously disturbing the busi- 
ness of the country; demands repeal 
of specie resumption, opposes legisla- 
tion hziog date lor resumption, disfa- 
vors renewal of national bank charters, 
and favors winding up of those basks,, 
United States treasury notes convertible 
into com on demand, and receivable for 
all debts and taxes due the United 
States, aad favors only a revenue tariff. 
The last resolution is a review of the 
services of tho Democratic party, and 
contains an appeal for reform. 


The minority report is as follows. 
That, recognizing the duty of the 


democratic party as the time-honored 
champion of the rights of the many 
against tho "aggressions of the few, to 
express its purposes in the pending cur- 
rency conflict, without reserve or eqmv 
ocation,declare that we will urge against 
till opposition, come from what quarter 
it may, measures to effect the following 
objects 


First—Immediate and unconditional 
repeal of the republican resumption act. 


Second—Defeat of all schemes for re- 


sumption which 
involves either the 


contraction of the currency, perpetua- 
tion of bank issues, or increase of the 
interest bearing debt. 


Third—Gradual substitution of legal 
tenders for national bank note*. 
Fourth—Issue by the general govern- 


ment of all circulating mediums, wheth- 
er paper or metallic. 


Fifth—No forced inflation, no forced 


contraction, but a soi nd currency,equal 
to the wimts of trade and industry, to be 
regulated by proportionate legislation, 
such as making it receivable for customs 
and interconvertible at the pleasure of 
the holder with bonds bearing an inter- 
est not to exceed 3 05 per cent, payable 
in gold. 
. Sixth—The graduated Income should 
meet at least the premium on'gold need- 
ed to pay interest on the public debt. 


Seventh—Public policy and a sense of 


common justice requires that silver is- 
sued by tho government should be a 
legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public or private, and, demand the un- 
conditional repeal of, tile so-called silver 
act, so far as the same limits the amount 
for which said silver coinage shall be 
legal tender. 


Eight—Favor tariff for revenue only, 


and denounces the republican; scheme of 
resumption as intended and operating 
through a large increase of the bonded 
debt, and on a sudden contraction of the 
currency, to double the burden of taxa- 
tion, rob debtors of their property ,para- 
lizc productive and commercial indus 
tries, cut laborers ou^ of employment, 
aud fill the land with want and misery, 
for the wicked purpose of doubling the 
values of money securities, and subject- 
ing the mass of the people to the impe- 
rious sway of a 'money oligarchy.: 


Ninth—That the democracy of Ohio, 
present to the democracy ot the other 
states of the republic, the name of Wm,.
